AS foon as the four Falters had taken their places, F<- 
thcr Le Chefe began to thiseffeft. There are no per- 
rons more concern'd in the prcfint Prolcciition of 
the diftrcfied Catholicks in FngU'ui, than you are, 
and [ my Pelf am become zealous for that Nation to the higheft 
degree, and am unwilling to lofe the Glory of being one of 
thechiefeft Inllruraents of reducing it to tlie Obedience of the 
Church.

What excellent ule have we made of 
the Liberty of the Prels already, having gotten the moft furious 
Books, written againft them in the late Times (when the Sword 
was drawn ) Reprinted , together with all the Trealbnable 
Pamphlets thole Rebellious Times produced. Nay we have 
Affiftance be yoad our hopes, and Sir It '. T>, Le. Ht. andj'r. 
areas buiie infcribling againft the DuTenters, as if the late War 
were fighting over again. B«[ides it happens very luckily that 
fbme of the moft Attive and Confide rable Perlbns, who are 
bulie againft us, both in and out of Parliament, were of the 
Peoples fide in the late Times, of which 'tis natural for us to 
make this Ule 5 That it is their old Republican Trinrtplc only 
vhich mtkti ihem fa avirfe to his R.H. And this Bait is fofwallow- 
edwith wonderful greedinefs by thecrcdulousCIergy, who are 
never to be reconciled toany party that were once for leffening 
the Hierarchy.

I know, how- 
ever their Learning be defpifed by lhc pretended Chutch of 
£-»rWthat yet that (event y which they keepup in their Man- 
ned, and Co conftan.ly preft on their Dixies, has in an extra- 
crdimry manner cMructed the advancement of the CatMn k 
R,!i;, ll ui/W./>; t( ,by hindering .[..ii iyneral debauchery, and 
cortoprion oFmanners, amongll thofe Here.icks, which would 
have let a; in upon them lb eafily. As may be demo nitrated by 
ourfuccefsm the Court, and other places where none of thofe in- 
tractable whining Stmh come. 1 am not ignorant that anv Re- 
conciliation betwixt us and them, is impracticab e. f here have 
been Br*mh*h, and Z W/, and Grotim s, and / W,, have fan- 
cied it pofiible to reconcile other fort of Pioteftants to us, but 
tln.ro ne"cr was yet a man To fond as to hope for any union be- 
tween the C,.*^, and the «{ \ ara alfo wry 
feafible that no fort of men have been lo mduiinotuin mining 
our late hopeful Contrivances, not none fo Jealous ofu*, and 
eonfequently, fo careful to watch in what fliape the defigns of 
the Society will next appear.

War, and have very lately attained to 
this ealc, which they now enjnv, and therefore no man can 
think rhey will willingly hazard it. To deal truly, they fceut'd 
to concur fu unanimouliy to the Relloring of the King, when 
they were policed of a Power which might have obllritfJed it, 
that it cannot but have feme influence upon his mind, and take 
off any (ulpicioO, which their former behaviour might have gi- 
ven him. They have lived quietly everfmce he came in,and they 
never lived fo much exempt from Pcrlccution, as now they do % 
and therefore it will be very difficult to cozen any oncinto a be- 
lief that they have a Plot againft the King's Lire, becauli: it is 
mod plain, it were in efieti a Plot againit, ihcitifelves Let me add 
to this, That we ire nor now upon a new unfolded Projed. We 
have more than once attempted the i-imc thing, and have been 
defeated. Sit John H'jrtirr mentioned to jroor Rtvtrtnu the ill 
fuccefs oFthe defigtt upon CUypnle, but lie forgot to tell you of 
the latter Detection by Tjurgerfitld. This Project was formed 
and brought to great ripenels,and had it been to be executed 
by Heads a degree cooler tl(an thole of the Countefsof T. the 
Lord ('.and vies. £". in all likelihood it had not Co unluckily mif- 
-carriid. This alone is fuificieni to bring a fcandal upon any 
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thing ot this nature to be attempted for tlic future, and all that 
have heard of this will be ready tofmileatthemming of a 'Pref 
hjltrifi Tint hereafter. Should a new Forgery of this fort be 
detected, ws fhould infallibly draw again upon us the fury of 
the People ( which Teems Ibmcwhat abated towards us at pre- 
fentj andthat poffibly would not be appeared but by ourfinal 
Extirpation. ' Tis therefore my humble advice, that Cathaliilg 
(hould comply with the ncctffity of the times, and have a little 
Patience. Let us not grow fo vain upon the expectation of a 
Succtlfor of ourown,as 10 endanger hisSuccdfion.but let us be 
quiet for a linle time, and a little time will work wonderful 
things for our advantige, efpecially if we can keep off Parlia- 
ments. 'Tis at that mark we muft all aim. Nothing can mine 
Catholicks in J xgand but a 'Parliament. ' Th a 'ParlUmtnt only 
tan mak? the King fenfible of thofe Friends of ours that are con- 
cealed very near him. Tis that only can revive the Profecution 
of the Plot, which now in the Interval languilhes apace. Tis 
that only can fupport the Old Witnefles, and encourage New 
ones to come in. In a word,'tis a Parliamentary Enquiry alone 
that is fufficicnt to com pleat the Dilcovury of a maner, wherein 
ib many Great, Co many Rich, fo many Powerful Perfons are 
concern 'd. If we but keep att'Pttrli*Mtitti,wc may reafonabJy 
hope from the temper of the H-'Hncjfet, That they will run into 
fuch indirections as will leflcn their credit among the People, I 
am fureO. and B. have loft much in ihe general Opinion linee 
their baffle in thebulineft of my Lii.' i-7.Jlr.and if they are put 
out of hope: of feeing a 'Parliament meel,thcy will cither bedif 1 
couraged, or provoked 5 and either way, I dare undertake we 
lhall gain Advantages upon them every day. We thall faveour 
Friends in the Tower, whole He:kls will certainty bein great 
danger if thete be a Scffion- We lhall fave our friends at the 
Court, who will not be in a much better condition. And we (hall 
prelerve the Succcffion in the Right Line., By a long Interval of 
'Parliament!, we may have time to form newDiligns,andmany 
unfeen Accidents will turn toour Advantage.l will not uige this

The A'will never be firm unlets he be by him lo In- 
fpire him continually with new Courage; and bcfidts.we fee hi;; 
Northern Journey has in no fori anl'wered our expectation, 
nor will his flay there, beof any life tons, as ! could demon- 
ftrate. Belides this, His Mofi 'Chrillian Mijcfiy may lay his 
pofitivc Commands on the D. of 'F. or his I-'mhJfjdor, and on 
his other Friends in the f.ngiijh Court, that they never hearken 
to any Propofal of a 1'arlUnicnr, on any pretence wliatfoever, 
but ufe all arts and endeavours to keep it off! And if youx^e- 
verence could prevail with him to throw away a lit tit money 
on fogood an occafion, we arc allured by one who has been a 
Martyr for our Caufe, 7h.it in the Fngtijli Court, LogLk Mil 
upon Money, hat more pon-crfiil Charms than any olhtr firt of 
Reafonings.

yet J are no Calholichj, who Print fcnrrilous Papers againfr 
the Witnciles, and Wrir- and Cpread Libels of ihem, wirh the 
utmoft diligence. You fee what Invitations we have to at- 
tempt what I propofe, which if joyn'd with common Difcrc- 
tion, and ordinary Diligenre, will without doubt be veryfuc- 
cersful. If we would fet up Tome in London, or near it, to prefent 
Teliliont for putting the Laws in execution againft 73iffc ntcri 
upon the account ot their late inlblent ( as it mull be called ) 
Tciition--, or by burning the Rump again, orfomefuch other 
publiclc reviving the keleniment of the Court againft the 
Action: of the late Times, whereby we (hould revenge their 
'Petitioning and their Burning ofTopti, and prevent them For 
the future. Or if we would but get thefe things doneeithcr by 
our Friends at Coutt, or any how, To they were but done, we 
might make very good ule of them, especially if as preparatory 
thereunto, (ome Reformation were made upon the Benches at 
ll'ejiminjhr and in the Country , and all Conrti of Jndic«turc 
were filled with Men of warm Tempers, who have malice 
enough ro the 'Dijfctitcn to execute the Laws in good earnefl 
againft them. The Imprilbnments and Fines, and the Baniih- 
ment from Corporations would lb purfue both the Preachers 
and the People, that it would be cade , with good manage- 
ment to provoke them, or at lead fomc of the meanefr, who 
are ufiially molt zealous, to no little exceflcs. Tis but well 
diifembling that we are of that party, and then inculcating 
into their minds the rigor of their perfection, the mifery of 
iheir condition, and the folly to fuffcr themfelvcs to be ufed 
To by a party tar lefs numerous than ihemfelves , and 'tis 
more than probable, that by this Artifice Tome of them may 
be drawn into (brae Confpiracy, which may be laid in their 
way.

Nor doth any fear of my late Danger continue to make 1m- 
prcfltuns on me. But I have lived long in England, and am fa 
well acquainted with the Humor of the People, that 1 know 
that all which has been prnpoled will be much too little lo rc- 
ftore the Ctthclick Rclizicn, orfecurc Cithalicks in that King- 
dom. Tis indeed necllary that the Meeting of the Parliament 
ihould be deferred for (bme time, but it it lliould be put off 
too long, it would be certainly no lets fatal to us then to the 
Crown. 'Tis necciliryto make the Fumlicks as odious, and 
as much lufpc^ted as we can, and 1 Ice very wcil how ufeful 
itwouldbe to us, if we could revive the pcrfccuiion of the 
Laws againft them. But 1 alio know well, that though fuch 
a protecut ion would be very acceptable to a great part of the 
Clergy ,and the old CiiaJ/ers, who !e[t the late war, and who 
will never rhink they h.ive (bfficientiy revene'd rhem- 
felvcs, yet it would be far from being plcalin^ to the Body of 
the Nation, who, though they arc not D'ff.ntcrs, yet are 
moderately cnclined. The Laiiluiliaarisa Opinions having 
oflate very much prevailed amongft them, clptcijUy if they 
obfeivethatatthe fame time, when all the fbverity is tiled 
againtt Prote/hnts,all the Pcna! and Sanguinary Laws againft 
us lhall be laid afleep, the Profccution ot the Plot Hull ceafe : 
TheLordsin the Tower iltall re main. Untried. TheD.flwIl 
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return to Court, and the Catholicks more than ever relort 
thither, and be kindly, look't on there. Theft are not the 
ways to appcafe the rage, and quiet the Apprehenhons of the 
People, on the contrary, ic will infallibly caufe a general de- 
fection, and with fubrnifllon to your Reverences Judgment 
Iconfeis, that in my opinion an Univerfal Commotion will 
be as a/Turedly diftruClive to us, as a little Hurry and Tumult 
would be for our Advantage. All oilier Stratagems will 
not be fuflicicnt ro deceive them, unlcls at the lame time 
you feeramgly lecure them from the Growth of i'eaery, and 
of the SHccrljwt of a J ap'!?. The A", muft Banifh the Papiffs 
out of 'England it ever he intends to have Money from a par- 
liament, "iknow very well chat no man cm be biniihcd £n%- 
/.WbutbyanAitofl'arlimenr, unlds he contents himfelt, 
as his R. H. Avd{ aud thereby hasgiind much on the K. efpe- 
ciallyfincc tncD. of //.refuted )and then 'tis rather Depar. 
ture then a R.inilhmenr. But it will give the Cutkliitkt the re- 
putation of the beft ofSubjefls ( at the Court ) when it fhill 
beublervcd tlicrethat they are the only men, who comply 
with the leaft Intimation of the Ks. pleafurc, and ( however 
grievous the Commands may be) have learned to Obey and 
nottoDifputc. But neither do I mean that there fhould be 
anydireft Proclamation, or Order of Council for their Banifh* 
ment, that might polTibly be of ill ConlLquence , and malts 
the People (who arc cverextreamly jealous of their Liberty) 
r.i falbea lb me Confederacy, and they would cry out imme- 
diately againft the Papifts, as Men who were introducing 
Slavery by a prefident . At lead they would fall upon the 
Minifters'l'or nling an unlawful way to rid the Kingdom of 
thole whom they might drive out of it lawfully. 

Now Slavery is as great a Bugbear in Englandus Poftrj, and 
the People, who underftand Magna churtt and the Bible 
much alike , yctwiiidyc before they will lofc either. The 
Method 1 would haveuicdis, tolflue out Commiffions for 
Seizing two parts of three of the Rccufoms Eftatcs, with 
ftrlft 
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ftridtOrdes for conviaing aJI who are not already coml-ied. 
And let there be alio publick Directions given to the Com- 
miffioncrs to forbear the Seizure ofthc Eftates, of iholc am- 
licit w ho (hall leave the kingdom within hatfa Year 5 But 
that no mercy thould be Ihcwn toitbofcwho'fmdafaPtto 
timc.bnt that every penal Law fhould he let looic upon them. 
Tliis will hive a very good appearance smonglt the People, 
it' it he really exeeiitcdjwho will begin ptclently to leflen their 
Sulpition ol the Court, when they find the Cttholttks per fa- 
red t as they think) in good caraefl. I air. very lenliblc Chat 
this propofal of mine cannot be eifeCtcd without great incon- 
venience to many of our dear eft Friends ( but private con- 
venience mull give plate to Publick Utility, and every Pious 
Soul will becontcnt to hitter, when they arc madctounder- 
ftand that lb great a -deliverance will fuddcnly and certainly 
follow. Belides I confidcr the Catholick Gentry may eafiiy 
content to Travel for a year or two ( lor it will be no more ) 
they arc not entangled in Offices and Employments, but may 
Jive-oscheaply^mfalmoitas conveniently abroad as at home. 
And we mull take care to procure Dirpcnianoils tor all the 
Trading Cjibelich and thole of lower degree ( who are not 
already fnroillied with themj that lb they may take the Oaths 
and Conform, which ihev may do and no great notice will 
betaken oi it. And by this'Mcthod no conlidsrable milehiefs 
will fall npon our I'rie'ru^by tins Iteming l'evcrity,nud vet all 
manner of Sulpition in the People will be cared: The A", once 
more let right in then- s>oud opinion, and the perfcciiting of 
\\\t Prcfijtefiiuis JufttlkJ, as being only the eonfequenee of 
aTUfoliirtion in bis M licit y to rtg.iin the honor oftlle'Govern- 
mcfnby ariaffeatialaiid 'imp.irmi live cut ion of the 'Laws. 
Then it maybe a fealbivto think ef a TaNimtnt-mttfiyi'A fee 
fitl&tfilTolvethis, front whom no nofltbk* 1 good can bcexre- 
iSed,»ndto fumrnon a new One.
